Subject:— L iport Trade Control — C^tcLhshed importers — Grant of fioort licences 
for 15 items cohered by Registration of Quotas Scheme. 

No 5f4-j;rO(P.N.) / 33. — The pre^rv .„ nude n regal’d to the registration of quotas 
■ in terms of Public Notu,. No 45-TTC(P.N.) . 52, dated 26th April 1952 for which 
applications were made to the Jt Chief Controller of Import';, Calcutta, has been 
reviewed. Owing to the magnitude and complexity of the work -involved, it has 
not been possible despite best efforts to complete the disposal of a 1 ’, the applications 
which were received for the 15 items covered by the quota registration scheme. As 
a result, many established importers whose applications for registration of quotas 
are pending with the Joint Chief Controller of Imports, Calcutta, have been unable 
to apply ior or/and obtain their import licences for the July — December 1952 licens- 
ing period. With a view to facilitating the grant of these import licences which are 
unavoidably overdue, it has been decided to prescribe the following special pro- 
cedure to be followed by established importers, who have not yet received an 
intimation of their registration numbers from the Joint Chief Controller of Imports, 
Calcutta. 

2 . For facility of reference, the list of the articles included under the Quota 
Registration Scheme is reproduced below and the licensing policy for the period 
July — December 1952 has been set out against each item.

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3. Established importers of the goods listed at Nos. 1—10 in the list in the 
preceding paragraph, who have not yet received their Quota Registration Nos. from 
the Joint Chief Controller of Imports, Calcutta, are advised to submit their applica- 
tions in respect of the July — December 1952 period to the licensing authority 
concerned on or before the 15th February 1953 and to present alongwith the 
applications the import licences received by the applicants in respect of the 
-Janhaty— June 1052 period. The value of the import licences for the Ju .y— 
December 1952 for these items will be calculated on the basis of the value of the 
licences for the preceding hail-year. 

4. It will be noticed that the licensing policy for the July— December 1952 period 
already provides for the grant of an equal value licence for the first five items listed 
fn para. 2 above. The established Importers who have not yet taken advantage of 
this provision and have been waiting for an intimation of their Registration Nos. 
from the Joint Chief Controller of Imports, Calcutta are advised to make their 
applications now so that they may he granted import licences equal in value 1o the 
licences held by them for the January— June 1952 period. 

5. As regards the goods listed at Nos. 6, 7, 8 and 9 in the list in para, 2 above, 
the established importers who have not yet been intimated their Registration Nos. 
py the Joint Chief Controller of Imports, Calcutta, will be granted import licences 
Bs a multiple or ffaction of the value of the licences held by them for the January — 
June 1952 period. The value of the import licence for the July — December 1952 
period will bear the same proportion to the licence issued in respect of the 
January — June 1952 period as the policy of the second half year bears to that for 
the first half-year of 1952. 

6‘, With regard to item listed at No. 10 in the' list fh pari. 2 above, that i<>. 
Sheet and plate glass, (Serial No. 244/IV), the position is that while during 
January — June 1952 periqd this item was split up Into three sub-items, a combined 
.qtunta j was pWrfertbeS -for July — December 1952. For this item, established 
importers who have not received their Quota Registration Nos. from the Joint Chief 
Controller of Imports, Calcutta, are advfsed to submit to the licensing authority 
concerned, in addition to the import licences received by them for each of the 
sub-items in respect of the January — June 1952 period, a declaration stating the 
financial year which has served as the basis for calculating the quota of each sub- 
item. In the case of applicants whose quotas for all the three sub-items were based 
on one and the same financial year, the value of the Import licence for Jury — • 
December 1952 period will be equal to the aggregate total of: — 

(1) the value of the licence for Sheet glass of 16 ozs. and 24 ozs, plus 

fil) l/3rd of the value of licence for Sheet glass of below 16 ozs. and above 
24 ozs., and plus 

(iii) 5/10th of the value of the licence for plate glass Including safety glass, 
wire glass etc.

7. As regards electric lighting bulos (Serial No 3G-A/II), established m.aoiters 
are emitted to teceive licence., for fioursccnt tubes at 50 per cent, and for other lamps 
at 25 per ctnt. A different c'^'eviure will have to be followed for thi. item and 
established importers who haw _ct yet received intimation of their Registration Nos. 

. rc adns-'d to submr applications to ihe licencing authority concerned on or 
oelore 15th February 1 03, together \ _th a copy of the statement (For ‘A’) sub- 
mntea to the Joint Chief Controller ei Imports, Calcar a for bo h Vh se sub-items. 
The vah.e of the import licence for July— December, 1052 wi'l bt determinea by the 
icensii g authority m consultation wiili tile joint Chief Controller of Imports, 
Calcutta, who is being authorised to give an ad-hoc decision on the b. sis of the 
acceptable evidence aheady received by him. 

o It is net necessary to devise any special procedure ior the remaining items : n 
the list in para. 2 above. No import was allowed during July— December 1952 
nened oi ••r.ioty razor blades, cycles and cycles parts, while a special procedure for' 
licensing the import of Motor Vehicles (Serial Nos. 2°3, 2°5. 297 of Part IV) has 
already been announced in Appendix ‘ZA’ to the Red Book for the period January — 
June 1953
